The leiidems of Pans mpport a 


monthly junrual whose columns arc re- 
plete with complaints from telephone 
subscribers filled with unnlheuialisiu 
of the governmental ownership and op- 
eration nf the telephone system. 


As a general thing the telephone sys- 


tems in Europe are owned and operated 
by the goveruuieul 
either slate or 


municipal. Because of such govern- 
mental 
ownership 
and 
operation, 


hinged about witu restrictive red tape 
and so generally unsatisfactory iu Its 
service, the growth aud development 
of the telephone a« a rueaus of inter- 
communication for general use has 
tyen regained tu such an exleut tliat 
some of our smaller cities have more 
telephones than whole countries hi Ku- 
rojie. 


London, with nearly twice the popu- 


lation of New York, baa less than one' 
half as mauy telephones; i'arie, with 
more than two-thirds of New York'* 
population, has less than one-quarter 
as many telephones. Of the principal 
European cities, Berlin, with its gov- 
ernmental service, makes the best 
showing as to number of Instruments 
per uuit of population. 


The London lines are about evenly 


divided between the post-otiice system 
aud lhat of the National Telephoue Co., 
which Is lo be taken over by the gov- 
ern men I iu 19)1. As a genera! rule, no 
figures of cost, maintenance and oper- 
ation, etc., cf i .e government-owned 
llne& are obtainable In any of iFie^ 
places, but it fs generally accepted a- 
mung telephone uieu that the telephone 
system operated by the British |>ost- 
nilice department isrun at a Joss, where- 
as ihe privately-owned company com- 
jieting with it does so at a prollt. 


In Paris the service is owned and op- 


erated by the government, but tho sub- 
scribers own the instruments. In con- 
sequence there are about 200 ditlerent 
types of approved instruments, which 
udds u> tbedirtirlilllesof as-yhtem whose 
execiable service produces us many ap- 
proved type* of complaints. 


In Berlin and Vienna the systems 


are likewise owned and operated -by 
Ihe r^pecllvu governments, and while 
the service is slow, it la satisfactory af- 
ter a connection has been obtained. 
Stockholm, Sweden, is Ihe best devel- 
oped city in Kurope from a telephone 
standpoint, aud while the service is 
owned by the Stale, it is good and far 
ahead ol the management of the other 
Stale-owned systems. 


The 'ligures of the telephone branch 


of Ihe German imperial postal service 
for 1903 are the only ones of the above- 
mentioned service which are available 
They show the cost of ihe system 
that time to have been Ju7.5I3,000 anil 
the income us follows: Receipts, ?lll, 
825,533; expenses, j99,HO,2-21; surplus, 
?12,47G,317. 


The upernlinj; rallo, as disclosed from 


Ihese figures, Is 88 per cent, for an iuef- 
•ilulciu service. This figure, compares 
will) 73.0 per cent, which was the op- 
erating lalio of the Uell companies in 
this country iu 190o. 


The results of the State operation of 


the telephone systems of Europe ought 
to convince those who clamor for gov- 
ernmental ownership and operation Iu 
this country lhat while Ihe proposition 
may be perfect In theory it is defective 
in practice, aud to be religiously avoid 
ed It our country would progress in [lie 
future a« it has iu the pant, and lead 
tne world iu every branch of telephone 
development aud use.

and not lighting In the open. It Is 
generally recognized by the old politic- 
ians that the {'resident Is more popu- 
lar anywhere In Ihe country than he is 
In Washington. This docn not mean 
among the 
resident 
population of 


Washington, for that has no vole and 
does not count. But the political pop- 
ulation that is assembled ou Capitol 
Hill for the most of each year is by no 
means friendly as a whole to the Presi- 
dent, and the most dirtlcult thing iu 
the coming struggle will ue to pick out 
frleudh from foes and know who is 
really devoted to Ihe President and 
the policies represented by him. 


The men of affairs who are friendB of 


the President are being closely ques- 
tioned a* to the sentiment of the coun- 
try wneuevertbey come to Washington 
from out of town, aud the concensus of 
opiukm gleaned In this way may per- 
haps beufely taken an a fair indica- 
tion of the general •eutiiueut. The re- 
ports ar« that the President Is stronger 
iu almost all partis of the country with 
the voting population than be tun »ver 
been before.

Digestion, absorption, circula- 
tion, nutrition, aud excretion would 
cease without it.

We 
read of persons fasting for ten, tweuly, 
and eveu forty days, but they partake 
uf ttuidd during tills lime. Water used 
for drinking always contains a sruill 
IKirtion of mineral sails, of g.ise.i. and 
of vegetable matter.

onl\ distilled water is—is flat and 
tasteless. 
Waier in well*, reservoirs 


ami that which rthis-ihrollgn lead pi[>es 
fih.mill bu examined occasionally.

fad thai waler is clear and sparkling 
•and odorless does uot prove il pure. 
Wells should never be nearer tlian one 
hundred feel lo barnyards nnd other 
receptacles fur filth. 


Again, water in.ty be Used as a medi- 


cine, when Dented, for indigestion and 
dysp°psiu. If must be hut, nut cold or 
lukewarm, for when il ia lukewarm U 
lends to nauseate. 
II should be heated 


to abuui 1-10° or 150° F., then almwil 
slowly. Tbe quantity flhould.be about 
Ihtee fourths of a pint three times a 
day, nouut an hour before eacn nieil. 


Hot waler causes successive uuuiruc- 


lion and relaxing of tiie alimentary ca- 
nal; 
it allays thirst more readily than 


cold waler, aud it washes out the liver 
and kidneys thoroughly, if its use h» 
continued for any Length of time.

nnd inflammations. The- poultice- is 
niadu by dipping :i clotn in iiot wutcr 
nnd applying, changing often. 


For weak or soro eyes, wilier ia very 


healing. Jiathc Ihe eyes in waler us 
hot as can be borne, then In water as 
cold us cuu be Uud. This Is ulso au ex- 
cellent touic for the skin, and will serve 
the face aud hands as a cosmetio uud 
remove wrinkles. 


Auellective aud Inexpensive way lo 


break up a cold Is lo discontinue eating 
for a couple-of meals, then, upuu re- 
tiring driuk all llie waler possible. Tbe 
reason eating should be discontinued is 
that in many cases it is overeallug that 
causes colds. A cold Is usually llie 
ed'oriH of iNature trying lo eliminate or 
throw utT impurities that have accumu- 
lated III the system.
